THE JEANNETTE’S POSITION, 


San Francisco, November 8.—The bark 
Sea Breeze, the first of the whaling fleet, 
arrived lastevening. On the night of Sep- 
tember 2d, when fifty miles south of Her- 
aid Island, in latitude 70° north, she saw a 
Steamer and brig.

SIGNALLING FOR HELP. 

_New York, November 8.—Captain Ivan- 
cieh of the Austrian bark, Rebus, arrived in 
port this afternoon. He reports that when 
thirty-four days out from Trieste he espied 
the floating hull of a vessel full of water 
and water-logged. This was November 3d, 
in latitude 59 degrees north, longitude 66 
degrees 40 minutes. The wind at the time 
was blowing a gale,and a strong sea running 
and the water bitterly cold. Some persons 
were on the hull signaling for help. At 
great risk a lifeboat was lowered and six 
persons taken oif the wreck. They were all 
that survived and they were all passengers, 
After extending to them the care neces- 
sary to sustain life in their exhausted bod- 
ies, their history was briefly learned: The 
schooner Petrel, Captain Fisher, sailed on 
the 25th of October fora whaling voyage 
in the Atlantic ocean and carry- 
ing Portuguese passengers and a Hut 
ber of paid-olf whalémen returning home 
to be landedat Faval in Azoresand on the 
Madeira and Canary islands, She en- 
countered the terrible gales that swept over 
the north Atlantic ocean in the last days of 
October and the early days of November. 
After being dismasted by the fury of the 
gale the schooner became unmanageable 
and drifted. Onthe 29th of October she 
was capisized in a syuall and fifteen 
persons, including Captain _ Fisher. 
were lost. from the 29th of 
October until the 3d of November 
the survivors clung to the wreck, exposed 
to the cold and storm without covering, 
and kept continually wet by the seas that 
swept over them. They had some food but 
little water to drink, and when relief came 
were almost frantic with joy. 

LOST IN THE CUMBERLAND. 

New York, November &$.—News was re- 
ceived to-day that the well known whaling 
schooner lately employed by Captain H. 
W. Howgate, of the signal service bureau, 
in the polar investigation, under the com- 
mand of Captain Tyson, has been lost in 
the Cumberland straits to the east of Hud- 
son’s bay. She-parted chains and went 
ashore during a gale. Nobody lost. The 
crew landed safe, but suffered subsequently 
greatly from exposure. They stripped the 
vessel, made tents of her sails, aad stayed 
near the wreck for three days, when they 
were rescued by a passing vessel, which 
took twoto Peterhead, Scotland, whence 
they came to this country by a State line 
The remainder are expected in a 
Scotch vessel at Peterhead, whence they 
will be sent here.

TRE SAGE OF GRAMERCY PARK. 


Colonel Tuggie, of Georgia, and Uacie Sam—Tilden 
Wante Rest and Qciet—The Late Pight 
Was Not His Pight— Where Kelly 
Got His Vote of 50.000. 


A short time ago Colonel W. 0. Tuggle, of 
LaGrange, went to Washington to see after 
the claims of the Indians, with which be is 
accredited. While in Washington he took 
& run over to New York to see the Harpers 
relative to the publication of a beok on the 
Indians that he proposes to write. While 
in New York he went over to Gramercy 
Park to see Mr. Tilden. It will be remem- 
bered that Mr. Tuggle was a Tilden elector 
inthe last campaign, and has been quite 
intimate with the great statesman ever 
since. He visited Mr. Tilden at 11 o'clock 
on the day of election, and found him up 
to his ears in election returns. The follow- 
ing conversation took place between the 
two, and will be of interest to our readers: 

INTERVIEW WITH MR, TILDEN, 

“Mr. Tilden, what defeated Robinson?’

Yesterday Mr. T. B. Rainey, marshal of 
Toccoa, reached this city with an order 
signed by R. W_ Groves, ordinary of Haber- 
sham county, for the delivery of John 8. 
McCroskev. who has been confined at the 
station-house for some days past for safe 


keeping. McCroskey came to Atlanta 
about a week ago and was arrested by the 
police upon a charge of disorderly conduct 
Soon after being taken to the station-house 
it was discovered that he was insane. The 
charges were therefore dismissed and he 
was held for safe keeping until 
his relatives could be heard fous and a 
proper disposition made of the unfortunate 
man. While confined in the station house 
he wade several attempts to escape. Upon 
one occasion he tore up the tlooring of the 
cell in which he was contined and tried to 
go through to the basement below. He was 
removed to another cell and while in ths 
iteous condition he toreall of his clothe 
rom his person and ,threw them away 
Since then Major Cook the keeper bas 
been constantly attending to him 
and kept him continually supplied with 
numberless blankets. Marshal Rainey 
came yesterday supplied with a new pir of 
shoes anda complete outfit of clothing. 
McCroskey was dressed and. left in the af- 
ternoon for his home in Toccoa, accompa- 
nied by the marshal. The deranged man, 
although his conversation was wild and 
disconnected, appeared perfectly willing to 
return home ee spoke of his family and 
relatives in the most friendly manner, ex- 
pressing a desire to see them all. From 
Mr. Rainey we learned the probable causes 
which led to Mr. McCroskey losing his 
mind. Mr. MecCroskey is by trade a jeweler 
and is considered a first-class workman. He 
has a store in Toccoa and besides having a 
tine trade in that section does a vast amount 
of repairing. , 

Some time since he devoted his attention 
to the invention of a patent fish trap. In the 
course of two weeks he completed his ef- 
forts and had the satisfaction of finding that 
it worked with all the success that he de- 
sired that it should. The invention con- 
sisted of a round tin plate abeut four inches 
across, around the edges of this plate were 
located evenly apart sixteen fish hooks. In 
thecentre of the plate the fish bait was fast- 
ened. 

The novel arrangement was so ingenious- 
ly constructed that if a fish while attempt- 
ing to get at the bait touched any one of the 
sixteen hooks the trap would turn com- 
pletely over and all of the hooks like a flirt 
concentrate at one point, the barbs of each 
hook impaling the indiscreet fish, and 
holding the prey until the owner of the 
trap took it away. The trap could either 
be set out or fastened to a fish-line, at the 
pleasure of the ewner. The invention was 
sent to Washington and a patent applied 
for. which will no doubt be granted. The sec- 
ond invention of Mr. McCroskey wasa pair of 
plaiform scales manufactured in sucha 
way that although there was a beam at- 
tached no weights bad to be used. The 
success with which he met in this instance 
was very gratifying, not only to himself, 
but to his numerous friends in Toccoa and 
the vicinity who watched Mr. McCrosky 
closely during the weeks of hard labor and 
constant thought that was required to com- 
plete the invention. A patent was also ap- 
plied for upon this invention, and the pair 
of scales forwarded to the patent office at 
Washington, LD, C. 

Mr. Rainey thinks that as soon as Mr. 
McCroskey has caught up with his lost 
sleep and rest that he will reecoyer his 
mind and become a more useful citizen 
than ever. His inventions are spoken of in 
the most complimentary manner, and of 
their kind it is said that they can’t be beat. 
The general impression prevails at Toccoa 
that the cause of Mr. McCroskey losing his 
mind was owing to the fact of his loss of 
sleep and rest while engaged in planning 
and manufacturing these two inventions.

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DOCTORING THE RETURNS. 


The Democrats of New York Appeal 
for a Fair Count, 
Wasuincrox, November &8.—Nothing has 
been receiyed to-day in relation to the Vir- 
vinia election. The latest information last 
night shows that both sides claim to have 
asmall majority, but the indications are 
that the debt-payers will have the organi- 
zation of the general assembly under their 
control, 
New York, November 8.—The Sun says 
the vote for lieutenant-governor, secretary 
of state, comptrolier, treasurer and attorney- 
general are very close. Both parties con- 
cede that the returns are made with pro- 
voking slowness. and from only a few coun- 
ties has the full vote been received, Cor- 
nell’s plurality may reach 40,000, and it 
may be cut p Bho to 35,000, but there is 
little doubt but what it will range between 
these. There are enough massing returns 
to make the lheutenani-governor in doubt. 
The Sun’s returns give a majority of 2,126 
for Potter. 
These figures may be diminished by offi- 
cial returns enough to elect Hoskins, but 
the democrats still claim Potter’s election, 
and with seeming good reason the election 
of Horatio Seynrour, Jr., (dem.) as state 
engineer and surveyor, seems to be conced- 
ed by both parties. The best that can be 
said of the other candidates is that the 
state is in doubt with the chances in favor of 
Wadsworth’s election as comptroller on the 
republican ticket, and Ward’s as attorney- 
general. General Carr’s friends urge that 
he is running enough ahead of his ticket to 
insure his election as secretary of state. 
The race between Mackin and Wendell for 
treasurer is very close, and the result is 
greatly in doubt. 
The Herald says it is still doubtful which 
party carried the state. It looks at present 
as if Potter and Seymour were elected by 
small majorities. But the vote on the state 
ticket from the lieutenant-governor down is 
so close that it will probably take the offi- 
cial returns to determine it. The Herald 
concludes that New York is still the de- 
batable ground of the presidential canvass 
with nearly equal chances to both parties. 
ALBANY, November 8.—The Argus (dem- 
ocrat) estimates Cornell’s plurality at 
07,302, Pottor’s majority at 4,866, and ctainis 
the remainder of the state officers by a less 
majority than Potter's. The Express (re- 
publican) estimates Cornell's apparent plu- 
rality at 43,633, and Hoskins’s apparent ma- 
jority at 249. 
ALBANY, November 8.—The Journal's ta- 
ble of returns on the state ticket this even- 
ing elects Potter by 73 majority, but in its 
editorial ex presses hope for Hoskins and con- 
fidence in the election of the balance of 
the republican ticket. 
Owing to the belief here among some 
democrats that the delay in the counting 
of the election returns in various western 


counties in the state is simply for the pur- 


pose of doctoring the returns so as to elect 
republicans, most of the democratic state 
nominees have joined in a dispatch to per- 
sonal friends in each county asking their 
personal attendance at the counting of the 
votes by the boards of supervisors of coun- 
ties. The gentlemen addressed are among 
the most distinguished democrats in the 
state. It is believed by the state officials 
that the supervision by such gentlemen as 
these may prevent any miscounting. 
Avpany, N. Y., November 8.—The Ex- 
press, republican, to-night, makes Hoskin’s 
apparent majority 427. The Argus, demo- 
crat, will have nothing on the subject in its 
Sunday edition. 

RicumMonp, November 8.—Few additional 
returns to-day on the debt question. The 
opponents of the McCulloch bill compro- 
mise claim to have a small majority in each 
house. As to all other matters the two 
wings of the conservatives are tolerabl 
evenly divided. The twenty-four republi- 
can members holding the balance of power 
and probably in a position to dictate terms, 
indications are that they will plan to name 
the senator in return for supporting one or 
the other wing as to the state officers and 
judges.
